Application  has  been  made  to  the  Solid  and  Hazardous  Waste 
Bureau,  Department  of  Health  & Environmental  Sciences  by 
Mr.  Douglas  C.  Rahn  for  a license  to  establish,  operate,  and 
maintain  a private  motor  vehicle  wrecking  facility  on  property 
owned  by  Fergus  County  and  the  City  of  Lewistown  and  leased  by  the 
applicant.  The  proposed  site  is  located  at  the  Lewistown  Municipal 
Airport  Block  12,  Lot  1. 

Such  facilities  must  be  licensed  annually  for  operation.  As  a 
condition  of  licensing,  state  law  requires  that  wrecking 
facilities  must  be  screened  from  public  view  such  that  the  junk 
vehicles  and  component  parts  stored  at  the  site  are  not  visible 
from  a point  six  (6)  feet  above  the  centerline  of  any- public  road. 

According  to  a signed  certification  on  the  license 
application,  the  proposed  wrecking  "facility  meets  with  all  zoning 
and  planning  ordinances  of  the  local  government.  In  addition  to 
this  a stipulation  between  the  Lewistown  Municipal  Airport  Board 
and  Mr.  Rahn  requires  that  the  property  around  the  building  be 
kept  free  of  all  junk  vehicles,  component  parts,  and  scrap.  To  do 
this,  Mr.  Rahn  is  proposing  to  use  a 40  foot  by  72  foot  metal 
building  on  the  property  to  house  all  junk  vehicles  and  parts. 
Storage  inside  this  building  should  meet  with  all  shielding 
requirements  found  in  Rule  16.14.202  ARM  (Motor  Vehicle  Recycling 
and  Disposal ) .

The  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  law  and  rule  require 
that  all  junk  vehicle  and  motor  vehicle  wrecking  facilities  be 
screened  from  public  view.  Public  view  is  defined  as  that 
point  six  (6)  feet  above  the  centerline  of  any  public  road. 
All  junk  vehicles  and  component  parts  must  be  shielded  from 
that  point. 

Mr.  Rahn  has  proposed  to  meet  that  requirement  by  confining 
his  entire  storage  of  junk  vehicles  and  component  parts  within 
a 40'  x 72'  metal  building  on  the  property.  He  has  also  agreed 
to  cover  any  windows  if  a problem  arises.  This  should  meet  the 
shielding  requirements  and  should  not  have  any  impacts  on  the 
aesthetics  of  the  area  other  than  what  the  building  itself  may 
offer. 

9.  Historical  and  Archaeological  Sites: 

A request  for  review  of  any  known  historical  or  archaeological 
sites  within  the  vicinity  of  the  proposed  wrecking  facility 
has  been  sent  the  State  Historical  Society.  It  is  anticipated 
that  the  proposed  facility  will  not  have  any  significant 
impact  on  local  historical  or  archaeological  sites.

3.  Local  and  state  tax  base  and  tax  revenue 

The  successful  operation  of  a commercial  motor  vehicle 
wrecking  facility  should  have  a minor  but  positive  impact  on 
local  and  state  tax  base  and  revenues.  The  degree  of  impact  is 
primarily  dependent  on  the  future  viability  of  the  business 
and  any  spin-off  businesses  but  in  any  case  it  should  be 
greater  than  that  resulting  from  no  business  at  all. 

6.  Quantity  and  distribution  of  community  and  personal  income

8.  Quantity  and  distribution  of  employment. 

Establishing  and  licensing  this  proposed  facility  should  have 
a minor  but  positive  impact  on  employment  and  income.  Any 
viable  and  successful  business  would  be  expected  to  expand 
from  its  original  market  entry  size  as  the  demand  for  its 
services  increases.  This  facility  should  result  in  additional 
income  and  employment  opportunities  for  at  least  the 

applicant/owner  and  any  additional  employees  necessary.  Any 
future  increase  in  the  facility's  operation  could  also  be 
expected  to  increase  the  income  and  employment  opportunities 
of  the  area. 

ID.  Demands  for  government  services. 

Periodic  routine  inspections  by  state  and  local  junk  vehicle 
program  officials  will  be  necessary  to  assure  that  the 
facility  is  being  maintained  and  operated  in  compliance  with 
the  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  laws  and  rules.  Also 
administrative  time  and  effort  will  be  required  for  the 
review,  licensing,  establishing  files,  and  in  future 
correspondence  with  the  business. 
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
